named 
Chouteau. 
There they had built a log cabin, and 
there they returned early in the win­ 
ter of last year with two toboggan­ 
loads of supplies, and at once proceed­ 
ed to lay out their lines of traps.

The number 
enrolled or identified is 35.638 
Refused or dismissed, 27,719 
undetermined, 2S60. 


There ha* been considerable 


progress made in the undeter- 
mined class wince this report was 
made six months ago. The re- 
port shows that the total amount 
of allotable land in the five Na 
tions is r.'.o'JS.'.»«)" acres. In this 
there has been reserved from al- 
lotment as coal lands and asphalt 
land», townsite-, for churches, 
school* and for other purposes a 
total of 549,513 acres 


There had oeen allotted June 


30, last, 12,754,347 acres, and 
there remained subject to allot- 


ment 6,222,115 acres. Of the un- 
allotted land there are nearly 
5,000,000 of the number of acres 
stated that are in the Choctaw 
and Chickasaw Nations. There 
will be a surplus of land in these 
two Nations whan the allotment 
is completed in addition to the 
allotments 
to the new-boms, 


which is now being made. 


There will be practically no 


surplus in any of the other Na- 
tions and there will not be enough 
to go around iu the Cherokee 
Nation.

Dr. Nftnsen wa» led to make blii fa- 


mous attempt to reach the North Pole 
by drifting In the ice pack north of 
Siberia and Eutope by the discovery 
of a great current that was moving 
westward and northwestward. It did 
not take him as far north as he hoped, 
but enabled him to make a record tnat 
remained unequalled for a long time. 
Since then the man ha» given a little 
thought to the Influences which give 
rise to such currents. 
The majority of oceangrapbers think 


that the wind* are1 the chief cause. 
They believe, for instance, that the 
Gulf of Mexico becomes overcharged 
with water, and gives rise to the Gulf 
Stream, because tbe general direction 
of the winds near the equator Is from 
the east. They also believe that tbe 
drift from the shores of New England 
and the Eastern Canadian provinces 
toward Europe is due to the prevailing 
westerly and southwesterly breezes on 
the Atlantic in high latitudes. 


Dr. Nansen does not fully Indorse 


this opinion. He says in a German 
periodical that as the effect of the 
earth's rotation brings about a devia- 
tion of tbe ocean's currents from the 
direction of the wind, he believes that 
this fact vitiates the conclusions of 
those who hold to the above tl.wry. 
Except on the equator and In special 
cases due to the proximity of large 
land masses, he holds that it ia> Impos- 
sible for a wind to produce a water 
current that coincides with Ha direc- 
tion. 
It la his beltef that the potent agent 


in the production of ocean currents Is 
the difference in temperature between 
the equator and the poles. 
Winds, 


however, while not shaping the courses 
of currents, may influence to some ex- 
tent their rate of motion. 
The main 


ocean currents, he believes, may be 
explained as due to influences intro- 
duced by the continents In their path.

ANNUAL 
REPORT OF 


THE DAWES COMMISSION 


Muskogee, I. T., Jan. 18.— An 


advance copy of the annual re 
port of the Dawes Commission 
was received here today. This 
report is for the fiscal yetir end- 
ing June 30, 1*05, and is the last 
official document that was signed 
by the commission before Tarns 
Bixby succeeded to the Commis- 
sionership and the other mem- 
bers were discontinued. 


The number of applicants in 


the Choctaw and Chickasaw Na- 
tions was M.217. The number 
enrolled or identified is 85.638

The 
people are not going to allow them 
selves to be hugged with one arm and 
stabbed with the other; they would 
rather have ten open enemies than one 
secret enemy,

THE MOONLIGHT TRAILERS.

N the north shore of Lake 
Superior, where the Cana- 
dian Pacific Hallway draws 
a frail line of settlement 
through that rugged coun- 
try of granite and forest, 


lived Peter Shanley. In tbe summer 
lie was a section man on the road, but 
he usually went north into the woods 
with the first snow, and spent the 
winter in trapping. 


He bad discovered an excellent trap- 


ping location on the upper Nlplgon. 
and had gone there for the last four 
winters with his hunting partner, a 
French-Canadian

H>> would 


then make a small semi-circle back, 
nnd climb a tree close to his own trail. 
When the pack came past on the scent 
lie usually managed to get at leust 
three shots with his repeater before 
they scattered. 
' They rarely showed spirit enous'i to 
attack bun; the sudden fright of the 
shots sinit them scampering, lie would 
gladly II»M> hnd them besiege bun in 
Jtls tree, for with a belt t'uJI of cart- 
ridges he could have killed tbe whole 
p.ick, which seldom numbered more 
than eight or te-i. But lie ne\er luul 
jn*y such fortune. 


« Winter set in hard and early, w ith 
uiuiMially deep snow, and near the end 
«>f December Sluinley went out on his 
tirst wolf-hunt of the season. It was 
about moonrise. and the night air was 
t.0 still as to appear milder than it 
really was. Theie bad been recent 
heavy storms, and the hemlocks were 
deeply laden with fresh snow, dry ns 
powder. 
The woods were very still, 


and In the strange, bluish northern 
moonlight the sileuce seemed mys- 
terious and sinister. 


Shanley was not much impressed by 


Ihese effects, however. He merely ob- 
served that it was intensely cold, and 
that perching in a tree would be frigid 
work that night, in spite of his double 
clothing and gloves.

>f the traps for two weeks, but thnt 
he adventure did not discourage him 
s shown by the fact that when the 
rappers came out of the woods in 
March they brought eighteen wolf-pelts 
vith them.—Youth's Companion,

CAUSES OF OCiAN CURRENTS 


MMMB, tb» Bxploiw. DlMmtn r*om tb« 


Accepted Woctrtne. 


Dr. Nansen waa led to make bl» fa- 


moua attempt to reaob the North Pole 
by drifting in the ice pack north of 
Siberia and Europe by tbe discovery 
of a great current that was moving 
westward and northwestward. It did 
not take bin) as far nortb as be boped, 
but enabled him to make a record tbat 
remained unequalled for a long time. 
Since then tbe man ba» given a little 
thought to tbe influences wblcb give 
rise to sucb currents. 


Tbe majority of oceangrapbers think 


thnt tbe wind* are1 the chief cause. 
Tbey believe, for instance, that tbe 
Gulf of Mexico becomes overcharged 
with water, and gives rise to the Gulf 
Stream, because the general direction 
of tbe winds near tbe equator is from 
tlie east. They nlno believe tbat tbe 
drift from tbe shores of New England 
and tbe Eastern Canadian provinces 
toward Europe is due to the prevailing 
westerly and southwesterly breezes on 
tbe Atlantic in high latitudes. 


Dr. Nansen docs not fully Indorse 


this opinion. 
He snys lu a German 


periodical that as tlie effect of the 
earth's rotation brings nbout a devia- 
tion of tbe ocean's currents from the 
direction of the wind, he believes that 
this fact vitiates the conclusions of 
those, who hold to the above theory. 
Except on the equator and in special 
cases due to the proximity of large 
land masses, he holds that It la impos- 
sible for a wind to produce a water 
current that coincides with Ha direc- 
tion. 


It ia bis belter that the potent agent 


in the production of ocean currents i* 
the difference in temperature between 
the equator and the poles. 
Winds, 


however, while not shaping the courses 
of currents, mny influence to some ex- 
tent their rate of motion. The main 
ocean currents, he believes, may be 
explained as due to influences intro- 
duced by the continents in their path. 
The Bulletin of the Am-erlcaii Geo- 
graphical 
Society" 
editorially pro- 


nounces Dr. Nansen's paper "a search- 
ing and brilliant exposition of his in- 
vestigations and deductions," but it 
adds Hint "in so complicated a subject, 
bristling with disturbing factors, it 
mny be long before a conclusion is 
reached that will be universally ac- 
cepted."—Tribune Farmer.
